Sleuth Mobbed. 

New Brunswick, N. J., October 11. 
Frank P. Kirby, a Middlesex county 
detective, credited with having ob- 
tained the statement. from Raymond 
Schneider, through which Hayes was 
charged with the murders, was at- 
tacked by a group of indignant citizens 
here today. 

Bombarded with bricks Kirby es- 
caped unhurt by locking himself in 
the baggage room at the New Bruns- 
wick Pennsylvania station. 

Later he was surrounded by armed 
policemen in uniform and escorted to 
police headquarters, while the crowd 
which had shown its resentment over 
the arrest of Hayes, dispersed. 

Charge “Frame-Up.” 

Kirby was met by the group of cit- 
izens as he emerged from the Penn- 
sylvania station on his return from 
Somerville, where he had sought wn- 
successfully to obtain a confession 
from Hayes. The group included 
several members of the committee 
which had obtained the offer of a 
$1,000 reward for the arrest and con- 
viction of the slayer. 

Members of the crowd protested 
angrily to Kirby against the arrest of 
Hayes, declaring they considered it a 
“frame-up”’ to quiet the indignation 
of citizens and soothe an aroused gov- 
ernor, by making it appear that the 
mystery had been cleared. 

Kirby retorted with equal candor, 
walking rapidly from the rajlroad sta- 
tion in the direction of lice head- 
quarters. Before he ha roceeded 
far, he found himself surrounded_ by 
the crowd which pressed closer and 
closer to him. 

Runs From Crowd. 

He tried to keep straight ahead; 
but suddenly found his way blocked 
by angry and excited-‘men. He looked 
around, decided the crowd was thin- 
nest behind him, and turned and ran 
in that direction. The crowd ran 
after him“with threats of tar and 
feathers. The pursuit led past a pile 
of bricks. Many in the crowd stopped 
long enough to get an armful with 
which to hurl affer the fleeing officer. 

Reaching the station platform Kir- 
by espied the open door of the bag- 
gage room, dived inside, closed the 
door and bolted it, just as leaders in 
the crowd reached it. 

For a while the erowd contented 
itself with throwing bricks against 
the baggage room door. Then a 
posse of patrolmen, summoned by the 
station agent, arrived and rescued 
Kirby. ‘The crowd vanished.

(They will remain 
absolutely and infalliby faithful). 

I rejoiced greatly at these words of 


could possibly desire; but the con- 
stantly more uncompromising attitude

Gorgeous costumes, wigs, shawls 
and jewels are there in profusion, 
So are the rich furnishings of the 
home she occupied with her famous 
actor-husband—furniture, tapestries, 
rugs, even the rubber doormat with 
its inlaid “T.” 

Te Sing in Concert. 

Farrar, tlrough with opera as she 
ia through with romance, plans to 
hit the trail soon for a concert tour 
o* the United States, 

The exhibition drew throngs of 
Farrar devotees—from first-nighters 
who were present a decade and a 
half ago she made her metro- 
politan ut, down to the youngest 
Gerry flappers. And what they saw 
established forever Farrar’s reputa- 
tion for lavishness. There are 876 
items in all. : 

About 20 of the diva’s most fa- 
mous costumes are ‘draped on dum- 
mies in on. exhibition chamber. In- 
cluded are the red-spangled frou-frou 
creation that dazzled first-nighters at 
Zaza; the cloth of silver gown, with 
American flag draped from the should- 
er in which Farrar sang during the 
liberty loan campaigns and the court 
dress of silver cloth, with queen’s 
cape of blue velvet and ermine (re- 
puted cost $11,000) which she wore 
but three times in the ill-fated La 
Reine Fiamette. 

Scores of Costumes. 

Scores of other famous costumes 
bang about the walls. Her Carmen 
wardrobe alone would be sufficient 
to equip half a dozen road companies. 
There are six “basic” costumes, 14 
shawls, six black wigs, five mantillas, 
a dozen Spanish fans an@ enough 
beads, ear rings, bracelets, castunets,

Farrar’s wigs fill several show 
cases, for she invariably covered her 
own black tresses with a wig even in 
operas where her role called for black 
hair.

voting booth, will be handed a ballot 


small army of nominees for state and 
county offices, for congressmen, and 
for United States senator. These 
names would themselves make a bal- 
lot of unreasonable length, for in 
California. there are comparatively 
few offices which are filled other- 
wise than by direct vote of the 
people. 

But that is not all! 

In addition to choosing between 
candidates for office, the voters of 
-San Francisco will also be called 
upon to decide thirty state legisla- 
tive questions and twenty more leg- 
sislative questions affecting only the 
city. 

All of these questions and the 
names of all of the county, state, 
congressional and senatorigl candi- 
dates will be on the same ballot. 

The questions to be voted on re- 
late to bond issues, the use of vot- 
ing machines, the number of de- 
tective sergeants on the San Fran- 
cisco police force, the creation of a 
municipal bureau of supplies, po- 
lice and fire department pension 
funds, salaries of certain public offi- 
cials, and numerous other matters 
of major or negligible importance. 

It is a foregone ¢onclusion that 
only a very small percentage of the 
people of San Francis¢o will give to 
the scores of candidacies and the 
fifty referendum questions the atten- 
tion necessary to an intelligent ex- 
pression. 

As a result of this election, the 
best men may win, and only worthy 
measures may be approved, in San 
Francisco; but, if so, it will be large- 
ly by chance. 

At any rate, the situation there 
supplies a convincing argument in 
behalf of the “short ballot.”

Takes Issue WithDr. Pierce 
On “Thou Shalt Not Kill” 


Editor Constitution: I note fn The Con- 
stitution the sermon of Dr. A. M. Pierce, 
pastor of the Druid Hills Methodist church, 
on the subject ‘‘Thou Shalt Not Kill,’’ 

I woufd like to take issue with Dr. 
Pierce, if you will accord me the space. 
In my opinion, Dr. Pierce’s discourse (if 
correctly quoted) fs a series of contradic- 
tions. He chooses for his text, ‘*Thou 
Shalt Not Kill’’ and in the same breath. 
justifies killing. He denies the right of 
the individual to murder, but justifies the 
most deliberate of all murders by the state 
—a collection of individuals. He takes for 
his subject God's direct command, ‘Thou 
Shalt Not Kill.” but is very mach sur- 
prised when a lIarze number of citizene join 
together to epecifically obey that command. 
He states that he personally prayed for 
Frank DuPre but complains when 15,000 
noble men and women did likewise. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Pierce’s sermon, he ‘had the 
kindliest feelings for beth DuPre and his 
father,”’ but complaing that others had the 
same kindly feelings. He criticizes our 
dearly-bought heritage—freedom of the prese 
—when he deplores the fact that news- 
papers gave much publicity to the appeal 
of these good citizens. Dr. Pierce objects 
to any sentiment or demonstration against 
the Geath penalty but concludes his address 
with a statement ‘“‘that if a lesser penalty 
will serve the same purpose’ (protect so- 
ciety from criminals) ‘‘we should by ail 
means abolish Capital punishment.’’ 

If it were not for this final statement, 
Dr. Pierce would have placed himself in the 
position of one, who though living .in. the 
twentieth century, adheres to the tyrannical 
ideas of the sixteenth century. Denia) of 
the right of freedom of expression for all; 
censorship of Divine supplication; the 
pleading for the perpetuation of the instrn- 
ments of death as a mode of punishment, 
and the villification of the memory of the 
dead, are echoes of the barbdarity of the 
sixteenth century. 

1 am _ =_gilad that Dr, Pierce  con- 
cluded his sermon with the statement that 
‘42 a lesser penalty will serve the same 
purpose, we should by all means abolish 
capital punishment.’’ This statement lends 
hope to the thought that possibly he has 
been misquoted or his remarks misunder- 
stood. I believe that positive life imprison- 
meht without pardon can safely be substi- 
tuted for capital punishment. Statistics, 
from the twelve states which have abolish- 
ed capital punishment, show a lessening of 
crime. 

Life imprisonment does not rob the state 
of the labor of a citizen, it does not execute 
the innocent, it gives the criminal an op- 
portunity to reform, it does not debauch our 
jury system nor brutalize our citizenship, 
it is fair to all (poor and rich alike), it 
protects society and property, which is the 
final end of law. : 

Let us temper justice with common 
sense and the spirit of progress. |

When anything goes wrong with 
coal, either in the mining, the supply 
or the distribution, the wheels of 
commerce are chained—the whole fab- 
rie of citizenship is effected.

We hear of-a strike in the coal 
mines—perhaps in the anthracite 
wing of the operations, or perhaps in 


‘the bituminous. We hear of disorder; 


of curtailed production; of stock 
shortage, etc. 

We hear of alleged suffering among 
the families of miners when produc- 
tion is cut down. 

We hear of the appointment of coal 
administrators and all that sort of 
thing. 

But we are prone to pass it all up 
with an indifferent gesture if our 
own coal bins are comfortably filled 
for. the winter. 

We don’t stop, in the busy course 
of our own affairs, to visualize the 
situation. in our minds. We don’t 
stop to realize that there is not a 
factory of cofisequence in the cquntry 
that could operate without coal; that 
not a railroad locomotive could move 
without coal; that not a ship could 
lift.anchor without coal; that not a 
wheel in this great nation of produc- 
tion and the conversion of that pro- 
duction into marketable commodities 
could turn without coal. 

We don’t stop to think that 30 per 
cent of coal production is consumed 
by railroads alone, and that it is 
peculiarly a product that transporta- 
tion in turn must distribute, thereby 
linking the great railroad problem 
with it as clearly as the bond of 
flesh and blood that held together the 
Siamese twins. 

For many years, despite its erucia] 
place in the material affairs of this 
nation, the coal problem has been 
kicked about with the uncertainty of 
the pigskin on the gridiron. Com- 
merce has been kept in turmoil from 
one year to anothcr on account of 
the instability—not only of the coal 
inarket, but of the supply and the dis- 
tribution.. More than one hundred 
millionsindividuals in the United States 
have felt with equal keenness the un- 
certainties of this swinging pendulum 
in the coal industry. 


The pinch of winter warmth has 
given to all persons a common inter- 
est but beyond that the individual 
fortunes of. every laboring’ man, 
whether in the factory that converts 
the raw, or in the field or mine that 
produces it, have and do revolve di- 
rectly around this great coal problem— 
the basie of all the industrial prob- 
lems of the day. 


National Upset by the Recent Strike. 
Last spring and summer the coal 
mines were eclosed—that is the union 
labor mines of al! production grades. 
That strike cost the people of the 


nation more than a billion dollars, 
It redueed the families of thousands 


of operators to dire distress. 
Tt cost the life and limb of others. 


It disorganized the ' whole suns 


webb of the nation. . 


In a speech made by J. G. Bradley, | 


‘former president of the National Coal 
association, at Cleveland Wednesday, 
he declared that the loss in wages by 
the United Mine Wokers of America, 
as estimated by the American Educa- 
tional association was $45,000,000, the 
loss to railroads over $300,000,000, the 
loss to the public in the cost: of fuel 
$400,000,000 and the loss to the mine’ 
operators $40,000,000. - 

“If every family in America were 
to pay $45 it would barely cover this 
loss,” Mr. Bradley aid.’ 

“The price of the struggle which 
has just been gone through is an 
enormous one. It is at least to be 
boped that it has had its lesson from 
which both sides may profit. It also 
is hoped above all things that the pub- 
lic has learned that it, too, has a re- 
sponsibility for the outcome of the 
conflict. 

“At any time throughout the strike 
there were enough men, willing to 
work at the rate of wages paid at those 
mines which continued operation, to 
have replaced those who threw down 
their shovels and would have kept the 
wheels of industry turning and saved 
this billion-dollar loss. But because 
the other 110,000,000 people of the 
country were not sufficiently aroused 
to the situation to demand that public 
officials enforce the law and protect 
the men who wanted to work, the in- 
considerable minority of 500,000 min- 
ers held up the great majority ag a 
highwayman does.” 

It was this great public responsibil- 
ity that led congress, in its closing 
hours before the September adjourn- 
ment, to authorize the commission of 
seven, known as the “fact-finding com- 
mission’”’.to go into every phase of the 
subject, and report its findings and 
its legislative recommendations. 

No more important commission, as 
I have said, has been created by con- 
gress in generations; and the oppor- 
tunity for a constructive service not 
alone to the miners, the thousands of 
operatives who sought tbis investi- 
gation, but to the operators, and to 
the more than one hundred and ten 
million American people, is before the 
commission that will inspire it as 
it begins within the month the schedule 
of work that ix ahead of it. 


THE RESPONSIBLITIE 
FIXED BY THE ACT. 


The commission was created by 


congress in an act approved by the 
president on September 22. The law 
Stateh that the commission is estab- 
lished as a governmental agency for 
the “purpose of securing information 
in connection with questions relative 
to interstate commerce in coa) and 
all questions and problems arising out 
of and connected with the coal in- 
dustry.” 


The law says “‘it shall be the duty 
of said commiésion to investigate and 
ascertain fully the facta and conditions. 
and study the problems and questions 
relative to the coal industry with a 
view to and for the purpose of 
assisting, and advising 
matters oot ey which 
sure @ supply of this coinmodity te the 
fudustrics and the people senesbily 
throughout the country’ and maintain 
the uninterrupted flow of commerce 
among the states, or any legislation 
which congress may after grid investi- 
gation deem wise, and which under 
the conetitution, congress has the power 
to. enact.’’ 


Continuing, the acts says: 

“To this end sald commission shal! 
ascertain and report to the president 
and congress; 

‘‘As to the ownership and titles of 
the mines; prices of coal; the organi- 
zations and persons connected with the 


coal industry; cost of production; prof- 
its realized by the operators or owners 


of said mines during the last ten years;

FOR A MOIST WINTER 

Health is going to be wealth this 
winter and now is the time to con- 
sider how to conserve fuel, The ma- 
jority of houses or dwellings are ove’- 
heater much of the time. Some store 
and office biuldings are overheated 
all the time. The health, comfort, e‘- 
ficiency and wealth of every one coi- 
cerned would be enhanced by the ex- 
ercise of better judgment in the heat- 
ing of living and work rooms. Tie 
chief difficulty to contend with is thie 
excessive drying out of the air by any 
kind of artifical heating. 

It is a curious fact that winter air 
heated up to 75 dezrees, which is 
from five to ten degrees too wari 
for health and efficiency, ordinarily 
dc ss not s¢em so comfortable as air at 
G5 degrees (F.) for a normal individ- 
ual, because the air at the higher tew- 
perature becomes excessively dried 
out, and unless some edequate pro- 
vision is# made for moistening it, th« 
excessively dry eir will seem “chilly” 
and occupants of the room will threat- 
en to take a chill or will suspect stray 
drafts of Teaching them—in sbor!, 
the excessive dryness makes. every- 
body a little techy, and they don't 
know why. 

In order to keep the alr of a house 
of seven rooms sufficiently moistenc:d 
it 18 necessary to evaporate not less 
than four gailens of water each 2+ 
hours while the temperature is kep' 
at approximately 65 degrees F., and 
when the household temperature is 
permitted to soar to or above 70 de- 
grees something like thirty gallons 
of water must be evaporated each 24 
hours to maintain a fair humidity. 

Many furnaces have a pan for 
eva 
holders neglect to utilize this because 
they find the furnace will work just 
as well without the bother. Never- 
theless, it pays to keep the water 
pan in action, even though it evapor- 
ates only a fraction of the amount re- 
quired.

The contract with the insurance 
company does not change the status 
of the class “B” policy holders, 357 
of whom applied for a receivership 
for the company. several months. ago 
following notification from the eom- 
pany that their quarterly annuities 
would: no Jonger be paid. 

This case is now before the Geor- 
gia supreme court, where it was given 
a rehearing after the court had gus- 
tained the verdict of the Fulton su- 
perior court favoring the policy hold- 
ers. Attorneys for the plaintiffs are 
Reuben R. and Lowry Arnold, John 
S. and Ralph McClelland wad Archi- 
bald Davis. the Masons’ Annuity is 
represented by the firm of Little, 
Powell, Smith & Goldstein. 

Accepts Premiums. 

Under petition presented by the an- 
nuity, Judge Bell allowed it to con- 
tinue. to accept premiums after suit 
for receiver had been filed last. Feb- 
ruary. It was agreed at that time 
that should the firol court action re- 
sult in dissolut®. #6f the annuity, 
the class “A” pe _g” holders, who have 
continued payibg their prémiums, 
should have the alternative of being 
reinsured in other companies, or of 


being reimbursed the premiums paid 
since that date, excepting 10 per cent 


allowed for overhead expenses during 
the interim. 

By the court order issued by Judge 
Bell Wednesday, the Southern Insur- 
ance company takes over all policies 
issued to living policy holdere of the 
Masons’ Annuity, reinsuring them 
without physical examination.

HOW TO USE CHEESE. 
Remember, always when serving 
cheese, that it has a high nutritive 
value and should therefore. be made 
a definite part of the food of a meal 
—not merely used as an appetizing 


accessory. 
, Cheese- Cakes. 

One and one-half cups of cottage 
cheese; one gill of sugar; juice and 
grated rind of one lemon; two table- 
spoons of cream; one teaspoon of 
melted butter; three eggs. Presa 
the cheese through a colander. Beat 
the eggs together until smooth. Add 
these and all’ the other ingredients 
to the cheese. Beat smooth. Have 
ready one pie-dish or several small 
patty-pans lined with pie crust; fill 
with the cheese and bake in a quick 
oven 25 to 30 minutes.for the large 
dish, or 12 to 15 minutes for the 
sinall ones. 

Cheese Straws. 

One cup of grated cheese; butter, 
size of an egg; one’cup of flour; 
cold water; cayenne. ix together 
the flour and cheese; add cayenne, 
then butter; add enough cold water 
to make a paste; roll-out thin; cut 
in strips one-half inch wide by seven 
inches long, and bake. They will take 
u very few minutes to bake if the oven 
is hot. Serve, when cold, tied in, a 
bunch with a fresh ribbon.

The market opened steady at ‘an 
advance of 12 to 19 points on rela- 
tively firm cables, the more favorable 
view of European politics based upon 
the armistice in the Near East, and 
continued bullish reports regarding 
the domestic cotton goods markets. 
There was a good deal of realizing 
or scattering liquidation at the initial 
advance and prices sagged off during 
the morning with January selling 
down to 21.61 and March to 21.73, 
or to within 3 or 5 points of yester- 
day's closing quotations. Very little 
southern selling was reported here, 
however, while offerings from other 
sources became very light on the de- 
cline and the market turned upward 
during the early afternoon on a mod- 
erate volume of buying. 

Prices. reached the best levels of 
the day in the late trading, with Jan- 
uary selling at 21.76 and March at 
©.SS or 18 to 21 points net higher 
and the close was within five or six 
points of the best. Some rather con- 
flicting reports were received here re- 
garding the spot situation in the 
southwest but local brokers regarded 
the absence of southern selling as in- 
dicating a generally steady or firm 
situation and the afternoon advance 
was accompanied by further bullish 
comment on the situation in cotton 
goods.

Fourth, that the efforts of the fed- 
eration be concentrated this year on 
four special features: The Tallulah 
Falls school, the home economics 
scholarships, general federation head- 
quarters, placing books in publie H- 
braries, 

These recommendations followed u 
on Mrs. Hays’ annual address whic 
was cemprehensive and enlightening. 

She spoke of the increased service 
of the federation and the larger recog- 
nition it has been given, both state 
and national. Incidents of state rec 
ornition she mentioned were the ap- 
pointment of the president and vice- 
president, respectively, as trustees of 
the State Normal school and South 
Georgia Normal; and of national rec- 
ognition in, hergwn election of secre- 
tary of the general federaton, and 
the coming of the national council 
of the general federation to Georgia 
next year. When the keynote of the 
meeting will be “Spiritual Forces.” 

She described the Georgia federa- 
tion as composed of nearly 500 clubs 
with an approximate membership of 
50,000, and as special features of its 
work mentioned the success of Made- 
in-Georgia week, and the organiza- 
tion of 106 county jail committees 
which are co-operating with the pub: 
lic welfare board. 

She referred to the advance of in- 
terest in the North Georgia forest 
reservations advocated by the federa- 
tion and the project for the preserva- 
tion of Okefenokee swamp, which is 
now in operation. 

Raps Georgia Solons. 

She referred with some humor to 
the fact that the Georgia legislature 
in its last session had shown 80 lit- 
tle interest in the bills indorsed by 
the federation.

She spoke of the comfort there is 
in having two women in the next leg:
